6. The reviewed prior art does not teach or suggest the subject matter of 
Claims 7-12. Particularly, the reviewed prior art does not teach or suggest 
the claimed steps of galvanizing and galvannealing, in combination with 
the other claimed limitations. There is no teaching or suggestion of 
regulating the aluminum concentration and galvanizing temperature in the 
claimed manner, followed by alloying, to obtain a galvannealed steel sheet 
as claimed.
